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Born 3 April 1912 in Kyoto, KIMATA was living at 49 Higashi-machi, Shojiin. 
Kamikyo-ku, Kyoto, when he wes employed by the Shinsekai Shimbun. Leaving 
school to embark upon a journalistic career, KIMATA worked for many news-- 
papers in the Kyoto area, advancing to the position of section chief on 
the Editorial Board of the Kyoto Shimbur in April 1941. He resigned in 
September 1942 to take a job with the Press Section of the imperial Rule 
Assistance Young Men's Corps Headquarters (Yolusan Sonen-Dan Hombu). 
January 1945 saw KIMATA in Taipei, Taiwan. as a ‘nember of the Editorial 
Board of the Taiwan Shimpo. 


«hile in Taiwan KIMATA became f£ riendly with a certain TAK AKUL A & we), 
under whose influence he began turning toward Communism. The turn Was ¢ 
very ¢radual one. After his repatriction te Japan in early 1946, KiMats 
publiched two books which lamented Japan's post-war situation. These rocks, 
plus cne he had written in 1943 that exalte.
